British Want American Military Guarantee Of Malaya 


N V M diffvcxdt to understand, when he left for his 
safari m Peking, w hat Dag H am m arskjö ld of the United 
Nations hoped to accom plish. So far as the A m erican 
people a re concerned, it was assum ed th at he went to see 
Chou E n4» i to ask him to free the American^ prisoners 
of w ar who should have been exchanged at P anm unjo m 
but who w ere detained as spies, which they could not be 
because they w ere in identifiable uniform s. It is euphem is­ 
tic to cab these m en United N ations 
m ilita r y personnel — 
they are A m ericans arid they are the responsibility of our 
governm ent. 


So far m the Chinese people are concerned. H am - 
m arskjoid cam e a-begging. thus giving face to a govern­ 
m ent that ha* no seat in the United Nations. In a word, 
to use a Cl". .nese expression, he kow-towed to the Com­ 
m unist governm ent of China, strengthening th a t govern­ 
m ent's prestige in Asia w here such a gesture is understood 
in Asiatic term s. H am m arsk jö ld m a y wish for the recog­ 
nition of Red China by the United Nations, but that, under 
the ch arter, is none of h« s business, 
i 


The fa ct is that the fliers hav e no t been freed. A 
large number o f America ns are still held in China. No 
o fficial figure has been disclo sed by the American 
go v ernment which pro bably can hav e no ex act tigure. 
So me are businessmen and missio naries; so me are 
milita ry perso nnel who may ha v e been repo rted miss­ 
ing in actio n o r ev en dead. The Red Chinese hav e no t 
ev en sho wn o ur go v ernment the co urtesy o f pro v iding 
accurate data, 


In the m a ny ye ars th at I lived in China, during which 
I saw considerable m ilitary action, I never encountered 
w hat we would call a prison cam p. Captives w ere either 
killed or incorporated in the capturing arm y. M any were 
perm itted to escape, to save the cost of feeding and hous­ 
ing them , and they becam e bandits. The term bandit and 
soldier w ere 
interchangeable during the w ars of the 
Tuchuns, the civil w ars th at lasted from 19 12 to about 19 32, 
a period of alm ost constant internal strife. 


The Red Chinese refinem ent i* to call these m en spies 
ra th e r than bandits, to wash their brains ra th e r than to 
incorporate them into their arm ies, to hold them as hos­ 
tages for some advantage in their negotiations for recog­ 
nition by the United States and the United Nations. The 
prisoners are hostages. 


There is no reaso n to believ e that the Red Chinese 
wo uld change their co nceptio n o f the entire questio n o f 
priso ners o f war to please Da g Ha mma rskjö ld who 
ca me to Peking empty -handed. If he co uld bargain 
with Cho u En-lai, as o ne used to bargain with a jade 
dealer, that wo uld hav e been a different matter, hut 
Hammarskjö ld had no bargaining po wer and therefo re 
he co uld o nly listen to their co mplaints and to their 
o ffers. But he co uld no t get the fliers freed. 


As a m a tte r of fact, the Red Chinese showed their 
contem pt for him and for the United States by starting 
another bom b ard m ent of the T achen Islands while he was 
still in Peking and just leaving. Chinese courtesy — ke chi 
1- would have indicated to Chou th a t the b om bardm ent be 
held up until after he had arrived in New York, so that 
he. H a m m a rskjö ld, would not lose face, but the present 
regim e in Peking pays no attention to such trivialities. 


The point of the m atter is th at Chou leaves us three 
alternatives: 


1. Let the prisoners stay in China and rot there; 


2, Throw the bom b at Red China; 


2. Recognize them on condition th at they graciously 
perm it all A m ericans now held in China to be returned 
to the United States, and we would have to take their word 
th a t they are sticking to their contract as we do not know 
how m any they hold. 


Whether we are patient o r impa tient will affect the 
situatio n little unless we*go to war, which we do no t 
want to do . Therefo re, we are stuck with a bad mess 
and we might as well fa ce it, 


I recently saw a screening of a motion picture, ‘‘B am ­ 
boo P rison,” which was m ade by. B ryan Foy with ra re 
sensitivity. This picture gives a d ram a tic im pression of 
w hat a Chinese prison is and how A m ericans are treated. 
It is all a story, but I could not help thinking of our boys 
who are still eating millet and having their brains washed 
and I realized that the real trouble is that nobody knows 
w hat to do about it.

P rew a r, about 15 per cent of our 
youth of college age attended such 
schools. 
Between 19 45-49 a 
little 
better than 25 per cent w ere en­ 
rolled. 
Then, the num ber shrank 
during 19 50-52, Chiefly responsible 
for this drop was the fewer num ber 
of births in the 19 30-35 depression. 
But, 19 52 saw a 15 per cent in­ 
crease in college enrollm ents over 
19 51; and 19 53 rose 
4 8 per cent 
over 19 52, so that again about 25 
per cent of our youth of eligible 
age were in college. The 19 54 fall 
enrollm ents probably registered a

Can Fo recasts Be Trusv ed?

The teach er shortage will not be 
limited to colleges. Ou. elem entary 
and secondary schools m ay need 


about 
140.000 new 
teachers each 
ye a r for the 
foreseeable future. 
Yet. it is estim ated by the experts 
that only about half the num ber of 
teachers 
needed 
for 
the 
public 
schools 
alone will 
be graduated 
from college. 
But, someone will have to teach 
your little Johnny and Susie. 
If 
adequately trained teachers are not 
available, persons with substandard 
qualifications w ill have to be press­ 
ed into service. Now. why is there a 
teacher shortage? The answ er, in 
part, is that teachers are under­ 
paid. 
Salaries Co mpared 
Public-sehool classroom te ac h ers’ 
salaries averaged about $3,600 for 
19 53-54. This 
is less than m any 
business and engineering college 
graduates got as a starting salary 
on then first jobs a ye a r or so ago. 
And 19 53-54 was a good ye ar for the 
teachers too, for it represented an 
average salary rise of 4.8 per cent 
over the previous year. 
Still. 14 1 per cent of the 1.028.89 9 
teachers received less than $2,500,

$4.500 or more. College teac h ers’ 
salaries go very little higher. Th* 
m edium income of physicians, on 
the other hand, was about $11.200;

How can we hope to 
hold good men in top educational 
jobs which pa y $5,000-$8,500 wh#n 
their counterparts in industry offer 
ceilings unlimited?

If we want capable teachers, 
w* 
shall have to pay w ages competi­ 
tive enough to encourage them to 
m ake the trem endous outlay of 
tim e and expense needed for theur 
education. To hold our able teach­ 
ers, w*e shall have to up salaries. 
This m eans higher taxes. 
1 forecast that our dem ocratic 
society, with full em ploym ent, can 
prosper only as we provide ade­ 
quate schooling for our youth, with 
a m od erate tax rate. This m eans 
that our educational leaders must 
provide far m ore efficient methods 
of learning by doubling the use of 
present facilities.

The Red Chinese continue to step up their war 
on Formosa beld by Chiang Kai-shek, while uttering 
shrill cries over the Peiping radio about the pertidy 
of the United States in maintaining the Seventh Fleet 
kl bliose waters. 
South America seems to be in a ferment, with 
various troublemakers doing their best to get a gen­ 
eral war started. Fear of incurring the wrath of Uncle 
Sam probably has acted as a deterrent. 
The impromptu ’‘Republic of the South Moluccas'* 
k in armed rebellion against the Indonesian Republic, 
out yonder in the far Pacific. The Moluccans have 
never liked the new government that gained their 
islands horn the Dutch. They like Indonesian rule 
even less now that the government at Jakarta. Com­ 
munist-ridden. bi felling apart. The Dutch, who are 
resisting Jakarta's demands to give lip West New 
Guinea, are not sorry to see the Moluccas as a 
Stumbling block for possible aggression. 
At last reports rebellion is spreading in Indonesia 
— kl the big islands of Sumatra, Celebes, Boreno, 
and Java. 
In Malaya the British are Pepping up their shoot­ 
ing wartare against the Communist guerrillas with 
new jet bombers that “can fly from Singapore to 
Indochina in 45 minutes.**

IX w in di/fveuH to u nd erstand, when he left for his 
P ato n to Peking, w hat Dag H am m arskjold of the U nited 
N ations hoped to accom plish. So far as th* A m erican 
people ar* concerned, it w as a ss u m e d that he went to st'# 
Chou En-lm to ask him to free th* American^ p riso n ers 
of w ar who should have been vxchanged at P a n m u n jo m 
but who w ere detained as spies, which they could not b« 
becau se they w ere in identifiable itniforms. It is e u p h e m is­ 
tic to caH these m en United N ations m ilitary personnel — 
th ey ar# A m ericans and they a re th# responsibility of o ur 
g ov ernm ent. 


So far ae the Chines* people are concerned. H am - 
m arskjoid c a m e a-begging. thus giving face to a g o v ern ­ 
m ent that ha* no seat in the U nited Nations, In a word, 
to use a Chinese expression, he kow-towed to the C om ­ 
m u n ist go vernm ent of China, strengthening th at g o v ern ­ 
m e n t * prestige rn Asia w here such a gesture is un derstood 
in Asiatic torm a. H a m m arsk jo ld m a y wish for the re c o g ­ 
nition of Red Chin# by the United Nations, but that, un d er 
Iii* cherte*, is non* of hi* business. 
% 


The fact I* that the flier* have not keen freed. A 
large number of Americans are still beld in China. No 
official figure has been disclosed bv the .American 
government which probably can have no exact figure. 
Rome are businessmen and missionaries: some are 
military personnel who may have been reported m iss­ 
ing in action or even dead. The Red Chinese have not 
even shown our government the courtesy of providing 
accurate data. 


In the mu ny y e a rs that I lived kl China, during which 
I saw considerable m ilitary action, I never enco un tered 
w hat we would call a prison c am p . Captives w ere eith er 
killed or incorporated in the captu ring arm y. Many w ere 
perm itted to escape, to save the cost of feeding and hous­ 
ing them , and they becam e bandits. The term bandit and 
soldier w ere 
interchangeable d u ring the w ars of 
th# 
Tuchun*. th# civil w*ars that lasted from 1912 to about 1932, 
• period of alm ost constant internal strife. 


The Red Chinese refinem ent la to call these m e n spic* 
r a th e r than bandits, to wash th eir brains rath er th a n to 
incorporate them into their a rm ie s, to hold them as hos­ 
tel ges for som e advantage in th eir negotiations for rec o g ­ 
nition by th* United States and the United Nations. T he 
prisoners a re hostages. 


There is tm reason to believe that the Red Chinese 
would rhange their conception of the entire question of 
prisoners of war to please Hag Hammarskjold who 
ram e to Peking empty-handed, lf he could bargain 
with Chou Kn-lai, as one used to bargain with a jade 
dealer, that would have been a different matter, hut 
Hammarskjold had no bargaining power and therefore 
he could only listen to their complaints and to their 
offers. Birt he could not get the filers freed. 


As a m a tte r of fact, the R ed Chinese showed th eir 
contem pt for him and for the U nited States by sta rtin g 
another bom b ardm ent of the T ach en Islands while he w as 
Still in Peking and just leaving. Chinese courtesy — ke chi 
I - would have indicated to Chou th a t the bo m b ard m en t be 
held up until after he had a rriv e d in New York, so th a t 
he. H am m arskjold. would not lose face, but th# p re s e n t 
reg im e in Peking pay* no attention to such trivialities. 


T he point of the m atter is th a t Chou leaves us th re e 
altern atives: 


1. Let the prisoners stay in C hina and rot th ere; 


2. Throw the bom b at Red C hina: 


8 Recognize them on condition th at they graciou sly 
p erm it all A m ericans now held in China to be re tu rn e d 
to the United States, and we would have to take their w ord 
th at they a re sticking to their co n tra ct as we do not know 
how m any they hold. 


Whether we are patient or impatient will affect the 
•ituation little unless we«go to war, which we do not 
want to do. Therefore, we are stuck with a bad m ess 
and we might as well face it. 


I recently saw a screening of a motion picture, “ B a m ­ 
boo P rison ,” w'hich was m ad e by. B ryan Foy with r a r e 
sensitivity.

Moth­ 
ers and fa th e rs are penalized uiffi- 
ciently by th e mental anguish as­ 
sociated with having a delinquent 
child. T h e re a re exceptions, how­ 
ever, and m an y parents deserve 
criticism . 
On th e o th e r hand, groundwork 
for delinquency may have been 
laid when the father and m other 
w’ere too young to understand, or 
through circu m stan ces over which 
they had no control. 
It ii generally understood that 


children often m isb eh av e to get 
even with p arents for neglecting 
them in early childhood. This atti­ 
tude is selfish and shortsighted but 
is so thoroughly ingrained as to be 
alm ost impossible to erase 
Records show 
th at punishment 
actually has little or no effect upon 
curbing 
delinquency. 
But 
self­ 
righteous 
p arents 
of non-de­ 
linquents, who a re in serted over 
the misdeeds of other*, seem to de­ 
rive 
satisfaction 
from 
hearing 
about such punitive m easures. In 
this respect, the “ get tough" and 
“ back to the w oodshed” program s 
are a retreat from A m erican ideals 
and sm ack of totalitarianism .

Then, the num ber sh ta n k 
during 1950-52, Chiefly responsible 
for this drop was the fewer n u m b er 
of births in the 1930-35 depression. 
But, 1952 saw a IS tier cent in­ 
c re a se in college enrollm ents over 
and 1953 rose 4 8 p it cent 
o v e r 1952. so that again a taint 25 
per cent of our youth of eligible 
age were in college. The 1954 fall 
enrollm ents probably registered a 
6 per cent-* pei cent increase. 
< an F o recasts Be Trussed? 
lf you project to 1970 the nu m ber 
of children born, you wilt have a 16 
pei cent increase in the youth of 
college age by 1960, a 46 per cent 
increase bv 1965, and a 70 per cent 
increase by 1970 And if an increas­ 
ing percentage of our youth of coll­ 
ege age go on to college, enroll­ 
m ents could double by 1970. 
T he above is based on the as­ 
sum ption that we shall continue to 
m ak e m ore education opportunities 
available for our youth, as we al­ 
ways have. E ducators claim th at 
by 1970 a good third of our young 
jieople of college age m ay enroll. 
This would m o re than double stud­ 
ent bodies, and perhaps require 
double the num ber of teacher* and 
m uch m o re classroom space. P e r­ 
sonally. I believe this is like fore­ 
casting 500 for the Industrial Stock 
Average. I question such figures. 


T h e Teacher Problem 


The te ac h er shortage will not be 
limited to colleges. Ou. elem entary 
and secondary schools m ay need 


about 
1 4 0 <nmi new 
teachers each 
y ear for the 
foreseeable future. 
Yet, it is estim ated by th# expel tx 
thai only about half th* n u m b er of 
teachers

available, p rism s with su bstan dard 
qualifications will have to be p re ss­ 
ed into service.

Salaries Compared 
Public-school classroom teacher** 
sa 1.

If we w ant capable teachers, w# 
shall have to pay wages com peti­ 
tive enough to encourage them to 
m ake 
the 
trem endous outlay 
of 
tim e and expense needed for theiyr 
education. To hold our able teac h ­ 
ers, we shall have to up salaries. 
This m eans higher taxes. 
I forecast that our dem ocratic 
society, with full em ploym ent, can 
prosper only as we provide ad e­ 
quate schooling for our youth, with 
a m od erate tax rate. This m ean* 
that our educational leaders m ust 
provide far m ore efficient m ethods 
of learning by doubling the use of 
present facilities.
